Applicant's arguments 
are directed to claims after they were subject to a final rejection. However, the prosecution on the merits are closed. In addition, 
Applicant's arguments appear to be directed to unclaimed limitations. Applicant argues that the instant compounds with is directed to 
combination of two old compounds have been shown to provide synergistic effects. Such arguements are not commensurate with the 
scope of the claims because there is no indicies of effects recited in the instant compositions directed to synergistic effects. In addition, 
with respect to the obviousness rejection, Examiner states that one of ordinary skill in the art can have different reasons for combining 
the prior art compounds to perform their intended use; Including, merely improving the pateint compliance. Therefore, there is adequate 
motivation in the art to combine two known compounds employed for their known intended use. Applicant's arguments are not persusive. 
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
